Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  312  of  the  Acts  of  1912, 
as  amended  by  chapter  694  of  the  Acts  of  1913,  I  hereby  make 
report  of  the  following  compilation,  as  shown  in  Tables  I.  and  II., 
from  the  reports  made  to  me  by  the  assessors  of  cities  and  towns 
throughout  the  Commonwealth  of  omitted  assessments  laid  by  them 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  85,  Part  I.,  chapter  490,  Acts 
of  1909,  as  amended  by  chapter  89  of  the  Acts  of  1911. 

I  have  also  in  Tables  III.  and  IV.  combined  the  figures  from 
certain  of  the  more  important  columns  from  Table  III.  and  IV.  of 
Part  I.  of  this  document,  based  on  the  original  assessments  of  1916, 
with  those  contained  in  Tables  I.  and  II.  of  this  part  showing  the 
December,  1916,  assessments,  so  as  to  give  the  total  assessments 
for  1916  in  one  table. 

In  Table  V.  I  have  compiled  and  printed,  pursuant  to  section  14, 
chapter  598  of  the  Acts  of  1914,  the  information  furnished  by  the 
assessors  of  the  various  cities  and  towns  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  section  13  of  said  chapter  598.  Only  the  municipali- 
ties enumerated  in  this  table  have  reported  the  assessment  of  any 
classified  forest  land. 

Pursuant  to  chapter  176  of  the  General  Acts  of  1916  I  have  as- 
certained the  amount  of  personal  property  assessed  in  every  city  and 
town  in  the  Commonwealth  in  the  year  1916,  under  the  description 
"all  other  ratable,"  together  with  the  amount  of  taxes  assessed 
thereon.  The  total  valuation  of  such  property  is,  as  shown  in  Table 
VII.,  $762,636,643,  and  the  total  tax  thereon  is  $13,620,659. 

The  kinds  of  personal  property  and  the  valuation  of  and  tax  -upon 
each  kind  in  each  city  and  town  is  estimated  as  shown  in  said  Table 
VI.  These  estimates  are  based  almost  entirely  on  reports  made  to 
me  by  the  assessors  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  said  chapter  176.
